ROOT STOCKS, 


HE subject of root stocks and bud selec- 

j tion was discussed at the recent con- 

vention of the Southern Nurserymen’s 
Association by C. E. Durst, editor American 
Fruit Grower, Chicago, Ill. Phases of his 
discussion dealt with kinds of varieties, 
plant inheritance, stability of hereditary 
units, bud selection, Shamel’s experiments, 
the rootstock problem, effects of various 
species, California experiments. Summariz- 
ing the data he presented, he said: 

As far as bud selection is concerned, I 
feel that we cannot expect any progress 
from its use except in cases of bud sport- 
ing. Bud sporting is rare, and it is as like- 
ly to result in an inferior strain as in a 
superior one. We should take advantage of 
all the desirable bud mutations which oc- 
cur, but we should not regard every minor 
difference in productivity or quality as the 
result of bud sporting. I feel that we would 
be wasting valuable time and effort by tak- 
ing this viewpoint. We should, of course, 
obtain our propagating material from 
healthy. vigorous trees, but we should not 
by so doing lead ourselves to believe that 
we are gradually improving the variety. 

CERTAIN SPECIES OF ROOTSTOCKS 

With reference to rootstocks, I think we 
are faced with a different proposition. A 
think that there are tremendous opportunt- 
ties for improvement aloag this line, and I 


believe we shall be making fundamental 
changes in our rootstock program in the 
future. The proposition is still somewhat 


in the experimental stage, and no one can 
say definitely just how far the development 
will go or what its exact nature will be. 
That there will be progress, however, no 
one familiar with the situation disputes. 
it seems to me that one thing has already 
been definitely established, and that is that 
the best orchard trees are produced from 
the largest and most vigorous scedlings /n 
my opinion, Nurserymen who buy their 
seedlings should buy only the very best 
grade. *~ It seems to me they are placing a 
permanent handicap on the orchards of their 
customers when they use any other grade 
grown at 


of seedlings. If seedlings are 
home, then | believe only about the best 
and largest third should be used After 


the budded and grafted, trees begin to grow, 
they should be further culled, and all slow- 
growing and otherwise inferior trees should 
eliminated. 
In my opinion, horticultural investigators 
are going to develop some valuable informa- 
tion with reference to the adaptation of dif- 
ferent varieties of fruits to soil and other 
conditions by the use of different species of 
rootstocks. I think we are going to bs 
selecting our species of rootstocks for vari- 
ous conditions more carefully than we have 
ever done before. 
CERTAIN VARIETIES WITHIN A SPECIES 
But we are going much further than this, 
in my opinion. We are going to be propa- 
gating trees, as a result of grower demand, 
not only on certain species of rootstocks, 
but on certain strains or varieties of root- 
stocks within a species, for, as we have 
seen, fruit seedlings differ markedly in 
heriditary composition and exert different 
influences on the scion as a result. It 
seems to me that as we study this prob- 
lem we shall find that some strains of seed- 
lings are better adapted than others for a 
given variety of scion, for a given soil, for 
a certain climate, for resisting a particular 
root or trunk disease, and so on. It seems 
to me that there is even a good chance that 


e 
be 


we shall be using several strains or va- 
rieties of rootstocks for each variety of 


apple, for instance, to adapt it to different 
soils, climates and other conditions. 

A development along this line is going 
to raise the question as to how the root- 
stocks can be preserved and multiplied. We 
cannot let such superior seedlings grow up 
and use the seeds from them for growing 
more seedlings, for in the process of seed 
production, cross pollination occurs in most 
cases and recombination of hereditary units 
takes place. Thus, the hereditary make-up 
of the new seedlings would be unlike that 
of the parent. The only means by which 


we shall be able to preserve and multiply 
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superior strains of rootstocks is through 
the use of asexual reproduction. This is 
going to be a different thing with some of 
our fruit species, but the Department of 
Agriculture and other institutions have al- 
ready been working on the problem, and 
they have developed methods by which 
stocks can be multiplied asexually on a 
practical basis. 
CONCLUSION 

In conclusion, therefore, I feel that the 
bud selection question is not going to bring 
about any material changes in our Nursery 
practice, but I feel that in time the root- 
stock problem is going to bring about some 
far-reaching changes. Growers are not 
seriously concerned about the question as 
yet; mainly, I believe, because experiment 
stations have not had time to develop root- 
stocks of proved merit and have not been 
saying much about the question. However, 


many leaders in government and state 
horticultural work regard the rootstock 
question as one which offers the greatest 
possibilities today in horticultural research, 
and many of them are working on the prob- 
lem. In a relatively few years, in my 
opinion, the government and state authori- 
ties are going to have denite information at 
their command, and they are then going to 
be giving out advice to growers on the sub- 
ject. It is then that the growers will be- 
come interested in the question, and their 
purchasing demands will be expressed ac- 
cordingly. The new developments are not 
going to make the Nursery business any 
easier. On the other hand, I believe they 
will tend to make it more complicated. It 
is my recommendation that you keep your- 
selves familiar with developments pertain- 
ing to rootstocks so that you can shape your 
business accerdingly. 








POINTERS FOR THE PROGRESSIVE 


Creating and Supplying Demand for New Fruits 
Profitable Solution of Distribution 





A story of special interest to those who 
have visited the water-lily-gold-fish em- 
porium of A. S. Buskirk, Independence, O., 
is that by Ross L. Robbins in Farm and 
Fireside. It is a story that fits into this de- 
partment because it emphasizes the value 
of producing the unusual instead of follow- 
ing the crowd. Introducing Mr. Buskirk 
the writer says: 

On land taxed at $35 an acre, almost in 
the shadow of the smokestacks of Cleve- 
land, he has developed pond, greenhouses, 
groves and orchards that bring in $100,000 
a year. 

His main crops are water lilies, tropical 
fish, ornamental plants, and Christmas trees. 

He goes gliding now in a big eight-cylinder 
limousine past the old quarry where thirty 
years ago he worked as a day laborer. He 
and his wife have done over the little three- 
gable cottage, bought in 1897 for $735, into 


the most beautiful and comfortable farm- 
stead i have ever seen. 
And all they have they have made by 


growing things on rough hill land—on their 
own 42 acres, only eight miles south of the 
public square of Cleveland, and on 100 acres 
in small fields which they rent. 

Buskirk is fifty-two now, but straight and 
lithe as a boy. He has never learned, Mrs 
Buskirk complains, to wear an overcoat in 
the winater-time. “Weighs you down,” he 
says. When he talks, his blue eyes look 
straight toward you, he doesn’t seem a day 
over thirty. 

He grows at Independence Nurseries 100 
varieties of water lilies—white, pink, yel- 
low, red—and last year sold bulbs to the 
amount of $18,000. 

Mr. Buskirk accepted a globe of gold fish 
in payment of a debt and proved a stefe- 
ment that the fish would live out doors by 
slipping them through a hole in the ice on 
his pond Christmas week and exhibiting the 
progeny at a Cleveland fair. 

“As part of an exhibit from his private 
gardens a millionaire named Corrigan had 
some fantails and telescope fish that made 
my little goldfish look like just what they 


were—first cousins to a plain, everyday 
carp. 
“‘Him!’ I said to myself and began to 


make friends with the gardener in charge 
of the exhibit. 

“There ain’t a fish here for less’n $35,’ 
he said. ‘And some of them run up into 
the hundreds.’ 

“That set me off again. I was worse even 
than I’d been about the lilies. I wanted to 
know all there is to know about tropical 
fish, and right away. This gardener didn’t 
know much, or else wasn’t telling. And 
there didn’t seem to be any books. 

“T talked it over with Mrs. Buskirk. We 
borrowed some money and took the train 
east to see some commercial aquariums. 
First we visited Franklin Barrett of Phila- 
delphia. We bought some of his importa- 





ttoms, asked him questions 
He told us about another man 
in Jersey City. We counted our money, 
then went there. When we got honie we 
had enough information to begin on. 

“But that’s about all. We knew enough 
to plug along with the procession but not 
enough, it seemed, to put out in front, That 
got on my nerves.” 

Mr. Buskirk took into partnership W. G. 
O’Brien, of Akron, O., a Boston Tech. grad- 
uate who receiving $700 a month 
chief chemist for a tire company. O’Brien 
thought he could make more money with 
lilies and goldfish. And by the end of the 
year the fish end alone brought the pair 
more than $1000 a month. It’s an interest- 
ing and highly novel business for a Nursery- 
man.

See 
this little canyon? I’ve even got ’em here. 
It’s about a half-acre and I figured up the 
other day that i’ve got more off it than I 
would have if it had been level land in, 
say, tomatces. 

“I made my first planting fourteen years 
ago and have put some out every year 
since—about 400,000 all told. We keep them 
under glass the first year and put them out 
the second, setting them around 3% feet 
each way, about like checked corn. That 
makes about 5,000 trees to the acre. They're 
ready to market in about four years.”

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THE SCIENCE THAT TREATS OF RIGHT CONDUCT 


That is the definition of ethics. It 

was the subject of an address by W. 

A. T. Murray, Murray Nursery Co., Wills 
Point, Tex., at the recent convention of the 
Southwestern Association of Nurserymen. 
Quoting the golden rule which, he said, in- 
corporates every other thought oa the sub- 
ject that might be suggested, he continued: 

We cannot successfully claim our name 
as an association and stand divided. “United 
we stand; divided we fall.” By a strict ob- 
servance of these ideas we shall, as Nur- 
serymen and florists, reach the highest peak 
of sufficiency and usefulness in our chosen 
profession. 

Therefore, we recommend that in order 
to become and continue a member of this 
body, the Southwestern Association of Nur- 
serymen, we incorporate into our rules of 
ethics the following: 

First, that it is wrong for any member 
to substitute one variety for another with- 
out labeling the substitute under the proper 
name, and not then unless with good reason 
to believe it will suit the purchaser. 

Second, that it is wrong to sell to Nur- 
serymen and dealers at wholesale and then 
solicit sales at retail at the same prices. 

Third, that it is wrong to sell to or 
through department stores at less prices 
than wholesale to Nurserymen and dealers, 
even though the stock may be inferior to 
that sold to the regular trade. 

Fourth, that it is wrong for one member 
to cast reflections upon another member, 
but it is right to try first to settle differences 
with each other. Then, if confronted by 
failure, let us call in two or three other 
members and last of all, take our trouble 
to the association in its regular annual ses- 
sion. 

Fifth, it is wrong for one member to make 
any effort, either direct or indirect, to em- 
ploy laborers from another member only 
by consent of the employer. 

Sixth, it is wrong to buy anything and 
then fail or refuse to pay or make satis- 
factory adjustment of the matter. It is 
right to report publicly every member of 
this body who refuses or fails to make 
satisfactory arrangements for all liabilities 
to any other member of this body. It is also 
right to report any dealer or Nurseryman 
who practices fraud either upon Nursery- 
men or individual parties. 

Seventh, it is right to do right; it is 
wrong to do wrong. To do right will ad- 
vance our profession; to do wrong will lower 
it. 

Having laid down these suggestions, the 
committee believes that it is best to ask 
our members to present in writing any other 
subject that they may have in mind.

Hybrid Perpetual Roses—A rose expert 
says: “This summer I have renewed my 
love for the fine old hybrid perpetuals. 
Where the hybrid teas make some growth, 
the hybrid perpetuals make a great growth; 
and where the H. T.’s produce some roses, 
the H. P.’s produce an abundance. Go 
through any Nursery block and note the 
difference here in August. Our summers 
are short anyway, and the H. P.’s have been 
blooming profusely for two months. Who 
could ask more? And what appeals to me 
is, you don’t have to sit up nights with the 
H. P.’s_ They require little protection. The 
average buyer needs things that can take 
care of themselves. The teas and the H. T.’s 
are all right for California and the South 
but the North can get better results plant- 
ing H. P.’s. They fill out our short sum- 
mer with color and fragrance and lots of it. 
Give me the good old H. P. roses.” 





Importance of Advising Customers 

In his address before the California As- 
sociation of Nurserymen at the recent con- 
vention, S. A. Gebhart said: “We are 
forced to believe that Nurserymen have 
been responsible to a great extent for dis- 
couraging the planting of ornamentals on 
account of not, being able to advise the 
planter properly on what he should plant. 

“To successfully build up his business the 
Nurseryman should familiarize himself with 
he prevailing conditions over his territory 





and discourage the planting of such trees 
and plants as he knows will not do well. 
The Nurseryman as a rule has not taken 
sufficient interest in his patrons’ wants to 
study for himself the climatic conditions 
that rule each particular locality and the 
varieties of trees and plants suitable for 
planting therein.” 


A New Gravenstein 


Red “Sport” from Popular Fall Apple Said 
To Be Beautiful Addition 

Horticulturists at the State Experiment 
Station at Geneva are calling attention to 
a new Gravenstein apple which has a solid, 
dark red color and is a decidedly attractive 
fruit as compared with the common Graven- 
stein. This new variety originated as a 
“sport” of the well-known Gravenstein and 
is identical in every respect with the parent 
variety except for color. 

In discussing the new variety, Dr. U. P. 
Hedrick, Station horticulturist, says, “It 
differs from the old Gravenstein only in the 
solid, dark red colored fruits, the parent 
fruit being light red much striped with yel- 
low and green.. Panks Gravenstein, another 
sport of Gravenstein, is also striped and 
much lighter in color than Red Gravenstein, 
although handsomer than the original va- 
riety. 

“These three Gravensteins are most ex- 
cellent autumn apples, but on the Station 
grounds the Red Gravenstein is so superior 
in appearance that in the future its culture 
alone of the three will be recommended. 

“The trees on the Station gounds came 
from the Washington Nursery Company of 
Toppenish, Washington, in 1911. They have 
fruited several times so that we are now 
certain of the new fruit and that it differs 
only in color. The sport is said to have 
originated with Van Sent V. Whipple of 
San Juan County, Washington, about 1907 
or 1908. It is now to be had from several 
Nurseries in the Northwest and from the 
New York State Fruit Testing Association 
at Geneva.”

FRUIT CROP REPORTS 


U. S. D. A., in co-operation with N. Y. 
State D. A. reports: The apples now being 
packed in New York State are being grad- 
ed much closer than in former years and 
should result in a better quality of fruit 
being marketed in both barrels and baskets 
this year than ever before according to the 
October state and federal crop report issued 
from the New York State Department of 
Farms and Markets. While the total apple 
crop of the state is estimated at 39,150,000 
bushels compared with a crop of 32,500,000 
harvested in 1925 the amount put on the 
distant markets may be actually smaller 
than in 1925 on account of the closer grad- 
ing of fruit. 

Large crops of apples are reported from 
the most of the late apple states. The har- 
vesting of the crop is well under way in 
Virginia where the crop is estimated to be 
18,547,000 bushels of which 3,072,000 bar 
rels are classed as commercial compared 
with 1,440,000 a year ago. Last year the 
total crop in Virginia was about 7,844,000 
bushels. In Pennsylvania a crop of 14,622- 
000 bushels is planned for. The Pennsyl- 
vania crop last year was about 6,970,000 
bushels. Considerably larger crops of 
apples are reported from the states of Wash- 
ington, Oregon and California than were 
harvested in 1925. Their combined crop 
last year was about 40,966,000 bushels. This 
year it is estimated at 51,353,000 bushels. 
The commercial crop in the Pacific Coast 
States a year ago amounted to 10,963,000 
barrels. This year with closer grading it 
is estimated at 12,147,000 barrels. 

A crop of 234,252,000 bushels is now 
looked for in the United States. Last year 
a crop of about 171,706,000 bushels were 
harvested. The commercial crop is report- 
ed to he 38,508,000 barrels. The 1925 com- 
mercial crop consisted of 33,044,000 barrels. 

Whether the majority of the grapes in 
New York State will be harvested in ma- 
ture condition before a severe freeze arrives 
is still a question. If all are harvested this 
year’s grape crop will be one of the largest 
crops on record, 105,223 tons compared with 
51,840 tons in 1925, otherwise there is still 
a chance for the crop to be small. The 
states of Pennsylvania, Ohio and Michigan 
also have large crops in prospect. Cali- 
fornia’s grape crop is much larger than last 
year so that the total United States grape

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A. A. N. BUREAU ECONOMICS? 


Looks as though the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen could profitably main- 
tain a bureau of economics under the di- 
rection of a competent research worker. 
Just at present the services of such a bureau 
would find conditions worthy of attention 
in the fact that many of those who have 
planted Nursery-grown apple and pear trees 
and have succeeded in producing crops are 
not sufficiently informed as to successful 
marketing methods to secure such return 
from their efforts as to encourage or even 
to warrant their ordering more Nursery 
stock for orchard extension. 

A U. S. consul in Great Britain says: 

We witness many foolish operations in 
consigning fruits from American orchards— 
the shipping of high-priced early apples, 
such as the Baldwin, Jonathan, King David 
and Delicious, in box cars—common stow- 
age; the inclusion of 1%-inch apples in so- 
called 2-inch minimum packs; and poor 
packing, all of which cries out “depreciation, 
depreciation, depreciation” at every auction. 
But an old standby that pages the foolkiller 
year after year is the shipment of New 
York Bartlett pears in barrels. 

Early in the season, when the pears are 
green and hard and when there are few 
warm apples in the refrigerators, a con- 
signment or two ‘Will come through in good 
shape and sell for $12 or $14 per barrel. 
Then they keep on shipping them till the 
bitter end, with only stems, seeds and a 
great deal of juice arriving. Who pays ‘the 
freight on this sort of folly I have not been 
able to determine, nor how a.rvay yeors it 
is to continue I cannot guess. I have also 
noticed the arrival of Californian and Wash- 
ington d’Anjou pears yellow-ripe the third 
week in September. This variety should not 
be in this condition till the middle of No- 
vember if properly handled. 

That there is much to be desired also in 
the marketing of the apple crop in domestic 
centers was shown by disclosures this year 
regarding Western New York apples. The 
orchardist must succeed if he is to con- 
tinue to want Nursery stock, and the time 
will come when it will be good business for 
the A. A. N. to use some of its funds to pro- 
vide advice which will tend to insure that 
success and that demand. 


A PROGRESSIVE IDEA 
East Lawn Nursery, Sacramento, Cal., has 
a practice which should be of interest to 
the trade because it has brought direct re- 


turns. It distributes monthly a_ booklet 
“Fleurette” to which the superintendent, A. 
Cruickshanks, gives credit for a consider- 
able share of the business entered upon 
the Nursery’s books. Mr. Cruickshanks 
says: 

Recently we devoted an entire pamphlet 


to the Oriental plane. It bore on the 
cover a photograph of the tree in its natural 
color, and showed pictures of the trees plant- 
ed in various parts of Sacramento—in front 
of the post office, in front of one of the 
newspaper offices and in front of several 
handsome private residences. It was the 
best method possible, for readers could see 
for themselves just how these trees looked. 
Several pages were devoted to the history 
and romance of the tree, to a full descrip- 
tion of it, and to methods of planting and 
caring for it. And for a closing word and 
a clincher, we said: 

You are going to plant a tree some day 
—This is the time. The movement is 
spreading all over the state. Highway 
commissioners, foresters, supervisors, 
women's clubs, all kinds of organizations 
are planning to set out trees this season. 

You'll inevitably be swept up in this 


effort to convert the valley into a land of 
cool roads and comfortably shaded homes. 
It will increase your property value, bring 
new neighbors, 


add efficiency to your 





workers, make life pleasanter at practi- 

cally no cost in the long run. But you've 

got to act soon or lose a year’s time.

Two points stand out prominently.

—The plan offers a means for capitaliz- 
ing, in favor of the Nursery-grown tree or 
shrub, the growing practice of government 
Nursery distribution. A great deal of plant- 
a-tree publicity is appearing in the daily 
press all over the country as the result of 
reforestation activity by federal and state 
authorities. Nurserymen may well study 
means for benefiting from this. 


CREATING APPLE TREE DEMAND 

Nurserymen are directly interested in the 
drive that is being made through the new 
organization, “Apples for Health., Inc.,” to 
create strong demand for the apple supply. 
More consumption of apples should lead to 
demand for more apple trees. Paul Stark, 
the president of the organization, directs at- 
tention to the following paragraphs from the 
office of the executive secretary, John W. 
Gorby, 1425 South Racine Ave., Chicago: 

A lively campaign is under way to line 
up members at $2 per year and pledges of 
one-half cent a bushel by growers toward a 
publicity fund. Some of the states where 
the fruit districts are less concentrated and 
widely scattered have solved the problem 
by appointing a local grower in each coun- 
ty. These county representatives are also 
getting excellent results. One county in 
West Virginia voluntarily sent in advance 
quota from practically 100% of their grow- 
ers. The $500.00 is sent as one-fourth ad- 
vance payment to help assure quick action 
in advertising the 1926 apple crop. 





Not for Nurserymen—A writer in South- 
ern Florist sees great possibilities in the 
yard-beautiful contest idea for increasing 
sales of trees and plants. So far as Nur- 
serymcn are concerned that idea was all 
worked up for practical use in the “Plan to 
Plant Another Tree’ movement and was 
turned down by them. 

Good Apple Country The Department of 
Agriculture, in a statement just made pub- 
lic, reports that the valley of the St. John 
River in New Brunswick, Canada, is the 
best section of New Brunswick for apple 
growing, the average yearly production of 
that province in the past five years ap- 
proximating 60,000 barrels. 

Any Landowner May Apply—C. R. Ander- 
son, extension forester of the Pennsylvania 
State College, announces that Pennsylvania 
farmers are making increasing demands on 
State and private Nurseries for forest trees. 
At the present time applications for 15,000 


to 80,000 trees are passing through the 
forestry extension office at State College 
to the State Department of Forests and 
Waters each week. 


Anderson says that the state department 
charges only for the pulling, sorting, tying, 
delivering to the carrier, and transportation 
to the planter. Any landowner in the state 
can file applications. Red pine, white pine, 
Scotch pine, Norway spruce and larch are 
the species most strongly in demand. 





Trees To Obviate Noise—Until the proof 
of the assertion has been deduced, Nursery- 
men may profit from the idea of Mayor A. 
E. Goddard of Sacramento, Cal., that trees 
(especially Lombardy poplars) planted 
around machine shops and other noise cen- 
ters will confine practically all the noise 
within the inclosure. 


Say you saw it in “American Nurseryman” 
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Referring to an article in American Nur- 
seryman regarding the mechanic's lien law, 
President J. D. Meriwether, of the California 
Association of Nurserymen, says: 

“In my opinion nothing would be gained 
by a law placing a lien on land where no 
planting had been done. In fact the writer 
has had occasion to consider this lien law 
very carefully in the last few years even 
where the trees have been planted, and we 
have hesitated to ask for a law of this kind 
in California, which does not exist at this 
time. There are many complications that 
may arise from such a lien law. 

The company with which I am connected 
never felt the need of a lien law at all in the 
conduct of its business. Other Nursery con- 
cerns operating on different lines may doubt- 
less find this law a protection to them; but, 
in my opinion, it is far better to carefully 
consider credits before an order is accepted 
or filled, and if this is done the lien law will 
be of little or no advantage. I do realize, 
however, that when business is handled 
through salesmen or agents, there may be 
more protection where lien laws exist and 
this is a matter that would have to be fully 
considered by those who conduct their busi- 
ness along these lines.” 

Several years ago the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen undertook to establish a 
standard of grading for fruit trees. We note 
that the western Nurserymen adopted this 
standard, and for the second grade of ap- 
ples, pears, plums and cherries are grading 
9 /16, while the eastern Nurserymen are still 
making a 5/8 standard for their second 
grade. 

A prominent Nurseryman in the East said 
recently to a representative of the American 
Nurseryman: “We think this matter should 
be taken up at the next convention of the A. 
A. N. and straightened out so as to have a 
uniform grade for all sections of the coun- 
try.”

The president of the association for the 
past year, J. D. Meriwether of Ontario, aid- 
ed by the secretary, J. A. Armstrong of On- 
tario, had a well-prepared program for the 
members, and it was acclaimed by many of 


those who were there as one of the most 
successful gatherings of the organization. 


There was an attendance of approximately 
150. 

Some of the most important matters taken 
up at the convention included quarantine 
regulations, county, state and national, Nur- 
sery credits, radio publicity and of course 
the prospects for the coming season. 

The director of the California State De 
partment of Agriculture, George H. Hecke, 
was present with several of his assistants 
and considerable time was taken up by dis- 
cussion between the state officers and the 
Nurserymen as to the interpretations of the 
quarantine laws. This resulted in a much 
more favorable attitude on both and 
co-operation was the spirit of the day. 

F. H. Wallihan, secretary of the Business 
Men’s Association of Ontario, read a paper 
on credits, aad the discussion which followed 
revealed the fact that although Nurserymep 
are still somewhat lax, the handling of 
their credit conditions is gradually improv- 
ing. It was generally agreed that the re- 
tailers were generally at fault and do not 
bear down hard enough on their difficult 
accounts. The 30-day basis for the pay- 
ment of accounts is of ccurse the ideal way 
to handle credits, and although this arrange- 
ment is far from being realized among 
wholesale firms it should at least apply to 
retail accounts 

In connection with credits, T. D. Cheno- 
weth, business manager of the Beverly Hil!s 
Nurseries, Beverly Hills, Cal., brought be- 
fore the convention a discussion of the 
lien law. He declared that this law was as 
applicable in the case of Nursery labor and 
material as in the case of other contractors 
as far as California law is concerned. This 
most California Nurserymen did not realize. 

Radio publicity was the subject of an ad- 
dress by Fred C. McNabb, vice president of 
the Aggeler & Musser Seed Co., Los An- 
geles. Mr. McNabb has been on the air for 
several years and has had a great deal of

caster and the public from this form of pub 
licity are very great indeed 

George P. Weldon, of Chaffey Junior Col 
lege, Ontario, discussed “Science and the 
Nurseryman,” dealing with the mutations or

Careful examination 
of the trees from which buds are selected 
and identification of trees in the Nursery 


row are the only ways of eliminating errors. 

George C. Roeding, president of the Cali- 
fornia Nursery Company, of Niles, told of a 
trip he mace East several months ago in 
connection with the Federal quarantine law. 

Ernest Braunton, editor of the 
California Cultivator, told of two proposed 
botanic gardens to be located in the vi- 


associate 


cinity of Los Angeles, for which plans are 
practically completed. For extent and com 
pleteness they will vie with the Arnold Ar 


boretum and other great institutions of this 
kind. 

Although the deciduous fruit tree Nursery- 
men were in a minority at the convention, 
they were still very much on deck and 
were represented on the program by J. E 
Bergtholdt of the Silva-Bergtholdt Company, 
of Newcastle,- with the discussion of the 
fruit tree situation for the coming year. 

A very interesting talk upon the history 
of The California Association of Nursery- 
men was read by Henry W. Kruckeberg, who 
for many years was secretary-treasurer of 
the association 

John E. Pickett, editor of the Pacific Rural 
Press, who knows rural life thoroughly, 
spoke on beautifying the ranch home sur- 
roundings. 

The Armstrong Nurseries organization as 
hosts to the convention entertained the 
delegates for every minute of the time they 
were in Ontario. A banquet for all the mem- 
bers and their families and friends was

damages may be had under this law 
Attorneys for the Lewis & Valentine Com- 


pany said the company had bought the 
ehrubs in good faith, paying therefor $150 


to one N. J. Hess, who represented to the 
company that he had bought the plants and 
that they were for sale. While engaged in 
removal of the plants employees of the com- 
pany notified its officials that the Parsons 
family had made known its ownership of 
the gardens. The company then stopped its 


work and immediately replaced all of the 
shrubs which had then been removed.

Editor American Nurseryman: 

In Canada we have the various horticul- 
tural industries pretty well organized. The 
first week in November we are putting on 
our second National Apple Week through 
the Council, pretty nearly all the service 
clubs throughout the country are being sup- 
plied with speakers on the apple; we are 
supplying apples to many of them to use at 
their luncheons; we are using the radio 
broadcasting stations and are putting on 
here in Montreal a very attractive apple 
show. In other words, what we are trying 
to do is to popularize the apple, of which 
our people are eating now about half of 
what they did about twenty years ago. 


We are endeavoring also, to teach them 
the varieties to use for the various purposes 
and are trying to work out a basis for col- 





lecting funds from the growers and receiv- 
ers to continue the national campaign; but 
hand in hand with this, there must be a 
lot of educational work in grading, for there 
is no use advertising a product only to have 
it fall down. 

I feel too, that the time is coming when 
organiaztions and associations, founded on 
sound business ethics, should commence to 
do a lot of their own grading and standard- 
izing, stand behind their products and re- 
lieve the government of work of this kind, 
which they can do cheaper and more effect- 
ively. Grades have got to be emphasized, 
in my opinion, in the Nursery trade as well 
as in the fruit or vegetable trades.

Say you saw it in “American Nurseryman” 
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Canadian Tariff Plea 


It is said that nearly half the fruit trees 
sold in Canada came from the United States. 
Holland causes lively competition in orna- 
mental stock. Canadian Nurserymen and 
fruit growers have petitioned the tariff ad- 
visory board of the Dominion of Canada for 
an increase in tariff for the protection of 
their industry. The high cost of labor in 
Canada makes competition, which is prin- 
cipally from the United States, unfair to 
Canadian growers, according to the petition. 

The Canadian duties, (three cents each on 
apple, pear, plum, cherry and other fruit 
trees; three cents each on ornamental trees, 
shrubs, roses, etc.; twenty per cent gen- 
eral tariff, but only fifteen per cent when 
imported from Holland), were levied years 
ago, when farm labor was 10 cents per hour. 
Today, the same labor costs from 30 to 35 
cents per hour. It is argued that as a pro- 
tection, these specific duties are not one- 
third as effective as they were then, as labor 
is the chief item of cost in producing Nur- 
sery stock.
